‘Mystery text’ 
goes global

The University of Chicago had a small mystery in its hands, and it got 
a global response to solve it. 

Written on a handful of pages of a copy of Homer’s “Odyssey” from 
the 150 os were some cryptic notes, which appeared to have been writ- 
ten in the 19th century The problem was, no one— not even the donor 
who handed his collection over to the university— knew exactly what 
the notes meant. 

So the University of Chicago Library turned to the Internet for 
help. With a $1,000 prize from the book’s donor, M.C. Lang, back- 
ing it, the library put up a short post on its news site. The first person 
to translate the mix of what appeared to be French script and short- 
hand in the margin of the book— and back it up with some academic 
proof— would win the cash. 

“Calling all historians of cryptography and stenography Sherlock- 
ians (see “The Dancing Men”), and other amateur detectives!” the li- 
brary’s note, posted April 23, read. 

Alice Schreyer, the curator of rare books for the library, said she ex- 
pected a small, local response to the literary mystery Then the library’s 
news site started to crash from the heavy load of intrigued eyeballs 
from around the world. 

“We were incredibly surprised on how fast it took off on the In- 
ternet,” she said. “Never has the power of social media been clearer 
to me.” 

In the six days the contest was active online, 51,945 people had 
viewed the post. Suggestions and speculation about the mystery text 
rolled in from New Zealand, Taiwan, Italy and the United States. The 
cryptic text even made it to TV news reports in Seattle and Australia. 
Additionally several threads on Reddit and Hacker News were dedi- 
cated to solving it. 

“This definitely shows the power of the Internet to open up these 
rare books to a broader audience,” Schreyer said. “What can margina- 
lia tell us that a reprint can’t?” 

By Wednesday the library had closed the contest, satisfied with sev- 
eral correct responses it had received. Schreyer said she’s not ready to 
reveal the winner yet, as their response still is being summarized before 
it’s released to the public. She did hint, however, that the description 
of the mysterious writing may not be an earth-shattering discovery as 
the translation seems rather mundane. 

Still, as Schreyer struggles to keep up with the flood of emails she 
has gotten about the contest, she remains astounded at the response. 

“This is really an example that there are people out there that will 
rise to the occasion and have a good time doing it,” she said.

“Food desert” is a term to describe an 
area— usually in low-income communi- 
ties— where residents do not have access to 
affordable, nutritious food. Chicago’s prob- 
lem especially has been a target of national 
attention, and first lady Michelle Obama 
has led the charge. Two months prior to the 
closures, Chicago celebrated a 21 percent 
decrease in populations affected by food 
deserts, dropping from 100,000 people af- 
fected to a little less than 80,000 since 2011, 
according to the city

to show the effects of Dominick’s recent 
departure, it’s .safe to assume that the loss 
o-f 72 giocc-ry siom probably cruicd ihac 
0 ^lc|>rii[ioi'i.

Mayor deflects questions 


M-Rahm: Aide has dealt 
with concerns about 
CNN series scripting

Mayor Emanuel on Wednesday sought to 
pivot away from questions about how his 
top aides worked with producers to coordi- 
nate scenes for CNN’s “Chicagoland” docu- 
mentary 

The mayor said he still hasn’t watched the 
series. He praised a Fenger High School prin- 
cipal who emerged as a main character for 
“doing incredible things.” Beyond that, how- 
ever, Emanuel said only that his spokeswom- 
an already had answered numerous questions 
about the administration’s involvement with 
“Chicagoland.” 

On Friday the Tribune reported that more 
than 700 city emails showed Emanuel’s se- 
nior staff working hand in hand with “Chica-

One day earlier, a 21-year-old woman was 
fatally shot in the 3600 block of West Fullerton 
Avenue in Logan Square, according to officials. 

On Friday, a 32-year-old woman was shot to 
death in the 11500 block of South Laflin Street 
in West Pullman, police said. 

Fourteen women have been killed in homi- 
cides so far this year, representing 14 percent 
of the 102 homicide victims as of Wednesday 
afternoon, RedEye determined. Female homi- 
cide victims comprised 12 percent of homicide 
victims in 2013 and 9 percent in 2012. 

Citywide, there have been eight other homi- 
cides in Chicago in the last week. 

In Auburn Gresham, an 86-year-old man was 
shot to death Friday in the 8400 block of South 
Carpenter Street, police said. One day earlier, a 
22-year-old man was fatally shot in the 
900 block of West 83rd Street.

Between a lack of coordi- 
nation and the fact that it’s been a few years since 
I’ve been to the batting cages, I failed at this game.

Measure your 
reaction time: 3

Spoiler alert: The ball doesn’t actually blow up. That 
disappointment ruined this one for me. It’s all lighting 
and special effects. Still impressive, but my expecta- 
tions were set pretty high. 


D Baseball CAT scans: 3 

This one’s just OK. View a 
CAT scan of Sammy Sosa’s corked 
bat or check out side-by-side scans 
of a 1945 World Series ball and Paul 
Konerko’s grand slam ball from the 
2005 World Series. Was the 1945 ball 
actually “dead,” as that era has been 
described? 


VERDICT 

If you consider yourself a Chicago sports history buff 
or someone who wants to try a different sport, if only 
for a few minutes, you’ll enjoy this museum immensely. 
Plus, it’s a steal for only $6 (admission is free to guests 
who eat at the restaurant with minimum purchase). It 
takes about an hour to venture through all the exhib- 
its. Going with a group would be worthwhile, but you 
won’t lose if you check it out on your own, either.

* Bv eryone has access to a burger, but all 
burgers don’t taste the same. It’s about 
where you get the meat from, how you 
hiindle it, what you do with it.” 

To put that in beer terms, Rouben 
describes one of his debut brews, a 
Belgian golden made with cold-pressed 
pjiwpaw juice. He’s teamed up with Oriana 
Ktuszewski, a Winslow, Ill-based farmer, to 
g^-Ow this unusual fruit, which has a tropical 
flavor like a pineapple-mango-papaya hybrid. 

*It’s about going from seed to pint,” 
hf said. “People are acttxally growing 
i iLgredients for us for specific beers. That’s 
!™nething I’m really proud of”

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Big break takes Chicagoan to ‘Fargo’

Though set within the same frigid landscape 
as the 1996 Coen Brothers movie, the new FX 
series “Fargo” is not an adaptation so much 
as a close cousin. Three episodes in, it has 
revealed itself to be a show larded with sight 
gags, stubborn Midwestern manners, charac- 
ter quirks, black humor and oftentimes a seri- 
ous and observant look at mangled humanity 

“It’s the best of America versus the worst 
of America,” is how creator and executive 
producer Noah Hawley described the show’s 
crime genre. 

Dealing with all those frauds, morons and 
psychopaths is the character of Molly Solv- 
erson, a police deputy tasked with unraveling 
a series of murders in her small Minnesota 
town. She’s played by Chicago actress Allison 
Tolman in her first major role. 

Tolman got the role by submitting a taped 
audition, which is rare but not unheard of 
(Chicagoan Lucas Neff landed his role on 
“Raising Hope” the same way) 


After seeing roughly 100 actresses for the 
role, Hawley got a look at Tolman’s tape. ‘And 
here’s a woman I’d never seen before who 
was very grounded but she got all the nuance 
of the comedy And immediately I thought, 
‘Well, that’s her!”’ 

Last week, over tomato soup and tea in Lin- 
coln Park, the 32-year-old Texas native talked 
about her sudden career boost and working 
with some of Hollywood’s biggest names. 

There’s an expression Molly often has on her 
face when she’s communicating with these— 

Idiots? 

Yes! And the look on your face, it’s as if 
you’re trying to figure out the square root 
of the color blue. But it’s a little bit of a mask 
because that polite befuddlement is gone 
whenever Molly is with her dad [played by 
Keith Carradinel. 

She’s such a smart cookie, I think she’s 
always putting things together in her head. 


A little Geiger counter is going. ... The only 
thing I can say really changed about Molly 
from the first time I read her is that. Because 
I think my natural way of playing her was, 
‘Are you {bleeping] kidding me?!” And they 
stressed to me, repeatedly in the first two 
episodes, to play up the nice, play up the 
nice. Remember, that’s the way to get things 
done in Minnesota. 

There was a small Chicago contingent on 
“Fargo,” with you. Bob Odenkirk, Keegan- 
Michael Key and Jordan Peele [the latter two 
appear later in the season as FBI agents]. 

Yeah! Bob is from Naperville and we talked 
about it frequently He’s definitely a Chicago 
boy 

My boyfriend and I are talking about 
moving to Los Angeles. And Bob’s like, “I’ll 
take you around and show you the neighbor- 
hoods and we’ll find the right one for you, so 
you feel like you’re not in L. A. but you’re still 
kind of in Chicago.” He gets it.

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Will Adult Swim turn 
the prime-time tide?

When he takes over CBS’ “Late Show” next 
year, Stephen Colbert will have to battle the 
two Jimmys: Fallon and Kimmel. But he’ll also 
square off against a robot chicken, a mad sci- 
entist and a talking hamburger. 

From the humblest of beginnings 13 years 
ago— one early offering was made with mi- 
crophones purchased at Radio Shack— Adult 
Swim, Cartoon Network’s nighttime block, 
has a powerful hold on one of the most highly 
sought-after populations around: young men. 

Adult Swim’s mostly animated shows— 
among them hits such as “Robot Chicken,” 
‘Aqua Teen Hunger Force” spinoffs and the 
new “Rick and Morty”— are making it harder 
than ever for the growing crowd of chat shows. 

“We’ve just kind of ridden that wave,” Mike 
Lazzo said. Lazzo, a 55-year-old high-school 
dropout, has been the guiding light behind 
Adult Swim since its formal inception in 2001. 
“No one was really programming to a younger 
demo in that time period. And now it seems 
like everyone is. 

“We didn’t have a lot of live action or talk 
shows,” Lazzo added. “We were something 
different, and I think a younger demo re- 
sponds to that.” 

They have responded so well, in fact, that as 
of March 31, Adult Swim— once confined strict- 
ly to late night— started airing as early as 8 p.m. 

Asked to explain the move to earlier in the 
night, Lazzo deadpanned: “The company 
seems to really like money” More seriously, he 
added: “The No. i goal is prime time. That’s 
where the largest audience is, and the largest 
financial opportunity” 

The push into prime time is already yield- 



ing big dividends. “The Boondocks” Season 4 
premiere logged the show’s highest ratings 
ever, with 3 million total viewers, according 
to Nielsen. It was the network’s best-rated 
prime-time telecast in five years among most 
of the demographic groups it targets. 

A look at the late-night ratings shows why 
Adult Swim is putting pressure on its talk- 
show rivals— and how it could become a 
prime-time force. In the first quarter of 2014, 
“Family Guy,” which Adult Swim acquired 
from Fox, averaged 2.8 million total viewers in 
its 11:30 p.m. airing, the same as CBS’ “Late 
Show With David Letterman” averaged this 
season, according to Nielsen. 

Dave Willis, who helped craft ‘Aqua Teen 
Hunger Force” into Swim’s longest-running 
show, said Lazzo’s role as impresario is crucial. 

“His taste is for more absurdist comedy” 
Willis said. “Frankly that type of comedy— 
which is really popular on the Internet— is not 
that prominent on broadcast or even on cable.”

Bad Credit, 
No Credit? 
NO PROBLEM! 
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Judy Greer 
is quite the 
character

Who is she? That actress who has been in a 
million romantic comedies? Always the side- 
kick? Ton must know her name. 

Judy Greer knows this is what strangers 
think when they pass her on the street. Some 
end walk straight up to the actress to ask what 
she’s appeared in. 

“I Don’t Know What You Know Me 
From,” is what she wants to say That’s also the 
title of her new book, in which the 38-year-old 
candidly describes what it’s like to be a char- 
acter actress in Hollywood— successful but 
not quite a star. 

“For a long time, I think my family thought 
I was living in a $3 million mansion in the 
Hollywood Hills,” the DePaul graduate said. 
“I got the sense that they don’t know what it’s 
like to be a working actor.” 

Apparently, not many people get what 
Greer does. In her book of essays, she chron- 
icles the oft-ridiculous things she’s asked in 
public. Why didn’t she have a role in the 2011 
hit “Bridesmaids”? (She auditioned; she didn’t 
get a part.) What’s Charlie Sheen like? (He 
put a lit cigarette out in her coffee on the set 
of “Two and a Half Men.”) And perhaps most 
offensive: “How come you haven’t starred in 
a movie yet?” 

It’s “not like there’s an audition form with 
star and co-star boxes and I keep accidentally 
checking the co-star box,” she writes. “Maybe 
I’m not good/funny/pretty enough?” 

But to be sure, there is demand for Greer. 
She’s appeared in more than 30 movies and 
more than two dozen television shows, typi- 
cally providing much-needed comic relief 



As she puts it, she usually serves as the “blue- 
collar bestie” who makes impossibly beau- 
tiful leading ladies like Jennifer Aniston or 
Katherine Heigl seem more relatable. She has 
played the BFF role so many times— in “Love 
Happens,” “27 Dresses,” “13 Going on 30”— 
that her husband jokes she should give each 
new co-star half of a heart-shaped best-friend 
necklace. 

In an effort to stop the typecasting, Greer 
said she still auditions for roles— something 
stars with bigger egos often refuse to do. She’s 
even written letters to filmmakers whose 
projects she feels particularly passionate 
about, urging them to consider her. 

“Sometimes you have to put it all out 
there,” said Greer, whose dream role would
